He replied that 
there was an indictment still pending—that 
against John J. Eckel—for the murder of 
Dr. Burdell, but circumstances induced him 
to ask a postponement of the case till the 
October term, when he would either try or 
nol. pros. it. 


Mr. John Graham, Eckel's counsel, moved 


the Court that there be a discontinuance 
or,an immediate trial. 
In support of this 


motion he made an earnest appeal to the 
Court, wherein he remarked upon the in- 
justice of allowing such a stigma to rest on 
his client for so many months. 
If there 


was new evidence developing itself against 
him, he should be discharged now and rein- 
dieted in the Fall. 


The Court observed that the District-At- 


torney was presumed to understand his own 
business best, and that at all events it was 
not in its power to interfere. 


Mr. Graham then asked the District-At- 


torney's reasons for the course he was pur- 
suing, to which Mr. Hall •, ^plied that he 
made no public explanations.

THE APPROACHING CRISIS IN 


UTAH. 


A variety of important intelligence reach-- 


es us from Utah, indicating that affairs in 
Irighatn "i oung's stronghold are rapidly 
caching a crisis. 
First, there is a rumor, 


aid to be founded on official despatches, to 
he effect that Brigham Young has run 
Lway to escape the fury of his own people, 
md is negotiating with the Indians for a sale 
ransit through their country: We receive 
:he report with considerable doubt i Young 
ias plenty of "pluck" as well as an im- 
nensepower over his people; and it is not 
mpossible that he is forming a treaty of al- 
liance with the Indians for the purpose of 
resisting the military expedition of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Still if a rebellion has n< t actually occurr- 


ed, considerable disaffection really exists, 
caused by Young's mal-appropriation of the 
unds of the Church and by his increasing 
irutality, recklessness and (tespotic abuse of 
power. There are premonitory symptoms 
of a revolution which will quicken into life 
the moment the Federal Government takes 
a decided stand. There is every prospect of 
a speedy termination of the career of Brigh- 
am Young and hie myrmidons. 
Crimes of 


the most torn1 and horrible description have 
increased to such an extent, that the life of 
no settler in the territory is safe; while a 
secret society called Danites have disorgan- 
ized the Mormon society by introducing a 
general system of murder, arson, robbery 
and-rape, on the most extensive scale. This 
state of things will not be suffered to last; 
not even the Mormons will endure such 
beastly and sanguinary despotism. 


The proceedings of Young's emissaries 


against the Federal authority have become 
still more violent and rebellious. 


Attempts have been made to fire the 


dwellings of the Attorney and the U. S. 
Judge. 
Both have been cut off from the 


Church, and denounced as apostates, for 
daring to do their duty and trying to en- 
force the laws of the country. 
The U. S. 


officials, Gen. Burr, the Surveyor-General, 
and Dr. Hart, the Indian Agent, are now in 
avery dangerous position. Open threats of 
burning or tearing down their offices, and 
killing or maltreating them are daily made, 
and in one of the southern settlements, at a 
Sunday meeting, it was voted to raise a 
party to come and cut their throats. 


Later dates inform us that some of the 


Danites have invaded the Courts, intimida- 
ted the Judge and broken up the proceed- 
ings by force. 
There is no longer law, or 


the forms of law, in Utah, and the Federal 
Government has no more power there than 
in the Kingdom of Siam. 
We cannot be- 


lieve that the Aministration will suffer this 
state of things to continue on American 
soil which owes as much allegiance to the 
U. S. as any member of the Confederacy,and 
as entirely pertains to the dominion of the 
Union. Now is the time'to take advantage 
of the dissensions among the Mormons, and 
by one blow put an end to a theocratic oli- 
garchy which should make us blush for our 
country, and which is without a parallel in 
the history of civilization.—ff.
